Carpi, bellwether of' the industry, 
have been negotiating on a new 
contract for three weeks. 
The union has said publicly 
that it wants a substantial wage 
increase oyer the average hourly 
$1.98 pay that its million mem­ 
bers now earn. It also Is seeking 
a union shop, a guaranteed annual 
wage, and unproved premium and 
incentive pay.

Admiral Libby Informs 
Reds* Assurances Are

Munsan, Korea, Dec. 13 UPS— 
The Allies today demanded the 
Reds guarantee there would be 
no "death march” of Allied pris­ 
oners in Korea. 
"No progress of any sort” was 
reported by a truce subcommit­ 
tee on prisoners, but spokesmen 
for both sides indicated another 
subcommittee might soon break 
a 17-day deadlock on how to po­ 
lice an armistice. They didn't get 
anywhere today. 
An official UN command spokes­ 
man said the Reds may hold many 
prisoners in camps far to the east 
of Panmunjora, where the Com­ 
munists want to trade prisoners* 
"We don’t want our prisoners 
to have to walk hundreds of 
miles,” said Lf. Col. Howard S. 
Levie. “We don’t want a (Bataan) 
death march in reverse.” 
No ‘Blind Payment* 
A tough talking American ad­ 
miral told the Reds there would 
be no "blind payment” on pris­ 
oner exchange until the Commu­ 
nists gave assurances of the 
safety of Allied fighting men they 
hold. 
Levie said statements of Rear 
Adm. R. E. Libby implied ’’the 
Communists have some sinister 
reason for withholding informa­ 
tion.” 
Levie said the United Nations 
wants the Communists’ prisoner 
lists now because "if we get the 
names of five, ten or 15,000 we 
will know that we will get at 
least that number back. lf we get 
a figure we consider completely 
out of line with our estimates, 
there is going to be quite a bit 
of discussion before we come to 
agreement.” 
The two subcommittees will 
meet in Panmunjom again at l l 
a. rn. Friday (9 p. rn., EST Thurs­ 
day.) 
Chinese Maj. Gen. Hseih Fang 
opened Thursday’s truce supervi­ 
sion session with a 45-minute ti­ 
rade against the latest UN pro­ 
posal. 
Then he expressed confi­ 
dence a solution could be found if 
both sides searched for one. 
Ready to Talk 
Maj. Gen. Howard M. Turner 
said allied negotiators were ready 
to discuss any reasonable proposal. 
The UN negotiators said the 
deadlock would be broken if the 
Reds accepted the seven-point UN 
proposal 
submitted Wednesday. 
The Reds said they didn’t like it 
but they have not turned it down. 
In the prisoner session Admiral 
Libby told the Communists the 
allies "will not be duped by your 
obstinate refusal to give us the 
real reason why you are afraid to 
exchange prisoner of war informa­ 
tion now.** 
Wednesday the UN command 
expressed fear that the Reds may 
not deliver all the allied prisoners 
of war they hold. 
That is one 
reason the UN will not agree to a 
wholesale trade of prisoners as the 
Reds demand. 
Libby said flatly there would be 
no "blind payment” of some 100,- 
000 Red POWS in allied hands un­ 
til the Communists disclose how 
many allied prisoners they hold. 
Even though no progress was 
reported by either subcommittee 
Thursday, many observers at UN 
advance headquarters said it is 
possible that an armistice can be 
signed before the cease-fire line 
agreement expires Dec. 27. If no 
agreement is reached before the 
deadline, the line must be redrawn 
just before an armistice is signed.

Train Trip Made 
By Less Than Two 


Only 41 Passengers Use 
L i n e During August; 
Railroad Figures 
Presented 


Train No. 19 carried an average 
of less than one and a half pas­ 
sengers per trip between New­ 
burgh and Ravena in the two 
months prior to its removal on 
Sept. 30 by the West Shore rail­ 
road, according to testimony sub­ 
mitted at a Public Service Com­ 
mission hearing here this morn­ 
ing. 
C. J. Tompkins, chief clerk of 
the New York Central Railroad 
Company's office of auditor pas­ 
senger accounts at Detroit, testi­ 
fied that in the entire month of 
August, the northbound train in 
question carried a total of 41 pas­ 
sengers between Newburgh and 
the train's terminus at Ravena, 
for an average of 1.5 passengers a 
trip. 
From Sept. I until Sept. 29, in­ 
clusive, the same train carried 
only 27 passengers, for an average 
of 1.1 passengers per trip, he said. 
Two Trains Off 
The hearing was resumed this 
morning following an adjourn­ 
ment tpken Nov. 8. The hearing 
was ordered after local groups 
protested the removal of two 
daily and two weekend trains 
from the New York Central's 
River Division, commonly known 
as the West Shore. 
Train No. 19 before its discon­ 
tinuance left Weehawken at 11:24 
p. rn. daily except Sunday, stopped 
at Kingston at 2:45 a. rn. and ter­ 
minated at Ravena at 3:41 a. rn. 
The other daily train in ques­ 
tion, No. 6, left Albany at 1:30 
a. rn. except Monday, stopping at 
Kingston at 3:10 a. rn. and arriv­ 
ing at Weehawken at 5:40 a. rn. 
In the month of August, 1951, 
Train No. 6 carried an average of 
23 passengers per trip between 
Albany and Newburgh, Tompkins 
testified. 
Attorneys Disagree 
It was brought out by Attor­ 
neys Frederick Stang and John L. 
Larkin that the figures supplied 
by Tompkins did not include local 
. ngers or commutation fares 
tween 
Newburgh 
and 
New 
York. 
Commutation trip book 
fares between points north

Newburgh, such as between New­ 
burgh and Kingston, also were not 
included "if there is any such 
thing,” Tompkins said in answer 
to questions by the county attorn 
ney.

The text of the re­ 
vised draft was not immediately 
available, but a high western 
source said that it would make 
the following consessions: 
I. The proposed disarmament 
commission—to which Russia and 
the west have agreed—would be 
directed to report to the UN by 
June I, 1952. on ways and means 
of ending the world arms race. 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Vishinsky had objected because 
the original western plan fixed 
no date for the committee to 
report. 
2. The proposal for retention by 
each nation of forces "necessary 
for defense” changes to meet the 
Russian insistence on different 
standards for primarily land pow­ 
ers such as the Soviet Union and 
such sea powers as Britain. 
3. The section dealing with the 
standards to be set up to deter­ 
mine arms levels is given a "more 
neutral phrasing.” 
4. The revision defines more 
specifically 
what 
the 
western 
powers mean by "countries with 
substantial 
armaments,” 
which 
the Russians have rejected as a 
vague phrasing.

In response to questions, the 
President said he has no plans to 
fire Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath or Democratic National 
Chairman Frank McKinney. 
Dismissal Demanded 
Several Republican members of 
Congress have demanded the dis­ 
missal of McGrath as a result of 
disclosures in the House investi­ 
gation of tax scandals. 
Chairman King (D-Calif.) of 
the House group had publicly said 
he believes T. Lamar Caudle, as­ 
sistant attorney general in charge 
of the tax division, was unfaith­ 
ful to his public trust. 
Mr. Truman fired Caudle last 
month. 
McKinney has come under fire 
because of the disclosure that he 
made a $68,000 profit on a $1,000 
investment in a tractor firm 
headed by a man whose wartime 
government ordnance contracts 
were sharply criticized by Mr. 
Truman, then a senator. 
Mr. Truman’s news conference, 
always well-attended, drew an 
even heavier than usual attend­ 
ance of reporters who anticipated 
he might announce some dramatic 
action in connection with the 
newest disclosures. 
Emphatic in Statement 
When the subject came up, the 
President declared with firm em­ 
phasis that his administration al­ 
ways has acted swiftly to elimi­ 
nate wrongdoers from its ranks 
and will continue to do so.

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STEP TO CUT WASTE 
Officers in the armed forces are rated 
periodically on their efficiency and on 
the qualities of leadership they display. The 
reports are prepared by superiors, and affect 
assignments and promotion. The newest 
factor on which officers in the Navy will be 
graded is “^ost consciousness,” the officer’s 
awareness of the need for economical use 
of men, materials and money. Presumably 
an officer who is eager for a high rating and 
promotion will now be encouraged to do his 
best to check wasteful practices wherever 
he can. 
Reports of service extravagances reduce 
public confidence in the armed forces and 
make it more difficult for defense leaders to 
get needed appropriations. Wastefulness can 
lead to shortages and if these* shortages oc­ 
cur during an emergency the services can­ 
not do their job. properly. An officer’s effi­ 
ciency depends in part on how wisely he can 
use the men and materials assigned to him 
to do a job. 
The Navy included the cost-consciousness 
factor in its rating reports on the recommen­ 
dation of the Senate Armed Forces Pre­ 
paredness Committee. The move may help 
to fix responsibility for waste and check it 
No thinking citizen would want the efficiency 
Of the armed forces impaired by penny­ 
pinching tactics. But needless waste can 
have disastrous results and any step to elimi­ 
nate it should be applauded. 


ACCEPTANCE OF MUSIC 
* It is an ancient observation that a prophet 
is ignored by those to whom he is familiar. 
It is also frequently true that the creators of 
fine music get little attention from the peo­ 
ple around them. In America it has been 
especially so because of a persistent but fal­ 
lacious notion that the best music and mu­ 
sicians come from Europe. TJie Continent 
has had more than its share of eminent 
artists and composers, but even there the 
greatest music has often had to wait for a 
later generation to be appreciated. 
~ 
A number of orchestra and band conduc­ 
tors make it a policy to introduce contempor­ 
ary American composers to the American 
public. Partly as a result of such efforts, 
* music-lovers in growing numbers are begin­ 
ning to discover that great music is being 
written today in our land. We can borrow 
much from the past and much from other 
countries, but we also have artistry of our 
own. It would, thrive even better if it were 
more widely recognized. 


ACCIDENT SURVIVAL 
The appalling motor vehicle death toll in 
the Mid-Hudson Valley in recent weeks re­ 
emphasizes the need of teaching drivers how 
to avoid accidents. But until we find the 
way to eliminate accidents there is another 
approach to the problem which probably 
could save many lives. More attention must 
be given to ways to increase the passenger’s 
chances of surviving an accident. 
Some steps have been taken in this direc­ 
tion as automobiles have developed. Safety 
glass and steel tops, for example, were 
created chiefly to provide better protection 
to riders. Some makers have experimented 
with cushioning and elimination of protrud­ 
ing knobs. 
lliere must be many other changes which 
could help us to live through accidents until 
we can stop them. 


‘SMALL’ BUSINESS 
The importance of “small” business is 
further emphasized in a report issued by the 
State of New York Department of Labor, 
which shows about 95 per cent of all business 
firms in the state have fewer than IOO 
employes. 
Sometimes we underestimate the contri­ 
bution made by our local “small” firms to 
the welfare of the community, the state and 
the nation. 
The study based on a special tabulation 
of pay rolls submitted quarterly by all em­ 
ployers in the state employment insurance 
system, covers 179,000 businesses each hav- 
~ four‘or more employes. Firms with 
fewer workers are not required to provide

QUO VADIS 
The struggle for survival which we are witness­ 
ing is a war over fundamental ideas. It has noth­ 
ing to do with boundaries, with the Curzon line be­ 
tween Russia and Poland or the 38th Parallel in 
Korea or any such matters. Surprisingly, It is not 
a struggle between capitalism and socialism. 
Basically, it is the age-long battle for the soul 
of man so brilliantly described in the Bible in the 
Book of Job and in modern terms in Goethe’s 
“Faust” and George Bernard Shaw’s “Man apd 
Superman.” 
When the Roman empire was at its height, it 
was on the verge of downfall. And the reason was 
that its soul was rotting. Corruption, luxury, vice, 
sin had multiplied with power. Roman justice had 
become an object of sale and barter. 
The world 
was collapsing about it because shamelessness had 
become a national characteristic. 
Into this moral cesspool came a few Jews from 
Palestine and Syria and they spoke of God and of 
God’s law of life. 
And the greatest of these was 
Simon called Peter w’ho had know’n Jesus, and 
Paul, a rabbi from among the Pharisees, w’hose 
name had been Saul. 
These were Jews who be­ 
lieved in Jesus and also called themselves Chris­ 
tians 
They were poor and small, as human beings go, 
but they effectively conquered the great Roman 
empire and the western world. 
They conquered, 
not by legions and armaments, but by ideas and 
faith. 
It is the most singular fart in history that 
the intangible overcame the tangible, that the word 
mastered the sword. 
No more necessary message can be spoken today 
when all the world is again suffering from the dis­ 
eases which destroyed Rome. And that is why the 
motion picture. ‘Quo Vadis," is important. 
Perhaps to the men who made this picture, this 
is just a business adventure that should pay off. 
Personally. I do not care anything about that. To 
me. “Quo Vadis” matters because, using all the 
skills of dramatization, of the beauties of art anti 
color and magnificent acting, it tells the simplest 
of all truths. 
Before I saw the picture, I had noted that 
some reviewers called it "corny," by which I pre­ 
sumed they really mean eternal, like the Ten Com­ 
mandments. which Moses gave to the Jews on 
Mount Sinai, or the beatitudes which Jesus spoke 
to his followers. Al! these arr. if you please, corny, 
but nonetheless true and unchangeable and ever­ 
lasting. 
When I heard these Christians singing Halle­ 
lujah in the Roman arenas where the lions were 
eating at them, I did not notice the lions at all. I 
only knew that nothing in this world can die when 
in the hearts of men and women faith in God is 
not dead. And when that faith is fervent, so that 
death itself has no terrors, the world can be saved. 
There are those among us who speak eloquently 
of interfaith and there are those among us who 
stir hate among those who differ. 
But in this mo­ 
tion picture, the historic truth is always clear that 
Christianity was born of Judaism and flowered 
among heathens. It is a message that should cause 
us to pause in our hates, for we are ideologically 
brothers. 
And in the making of this picture of the 
martyrdom of their former Jews and Heathens 
who became Christians, Jews played the greatest 
role. 
S. N. Behrman and Sonya Lcvien were two 
of the three who wrote the script. 
The third was 
a Christian. John Lee Mahin. Sam Zimbalist pro­ 
duced the picture: Mervyn Le Roy directed it.

INTRACTABLE OR UNBEARABLE PAIN 
Physicians will tell you that practically all their 
patients consult them because of pain somewhere 
in the body. In most cases by hearing the patient’s 
story, the physician is able to diagnose the under­ 
lying cause of the pain and prescribe the usual 
remedy, as pain is usually caused by pressure on a 
nerve somewhere—gas, swelling of adjoining tissues 
—which is relieved when pressure is removed. 
There are, however, many cases where the cause 
Of pain cannot be discovered and until it is dis­ 
covered the patient expects and receives relief by 
quieting drugs or other forms of treatment. 
And 
when the pain becomes unbearable (intractable) 
the physician may And it necessary to use severe 
or extreme measures to relieve the patient’s pain. 
In The Canadian Medical Association Journal, 
Dr. John J. Bonica, Tacoma, Wash., states that the 
management of intractable pain is a difficult clini­ 
cal problem and has taxed the knowledge and skill 
of physicians for centuries. This is because physi­ 
cians do not understand the nature of pain itself 
nor its causes. We can thus understand why, until 
cause is found, safe, skillful management is neces­ 
sary to give patient relief. We know that pain in­ 
volves two factors—feeling or perception of pain 
and the reaction of the body and tissues to the pain' 
While pain can always be felt, reaction to the pain 
is different in different individuals and not always 
the same in the one individual. Some methods of 
pain relief try to help the patient to better with­ 
stand the pain before he feels the need of using 
drugs or other treatments; other measures are 
used to lessen the effect or reaction of the body to 
pain. Some drugs decrease both perception and 
reaction. Unfortunately some of these drugs affect 
breathing, digestion and the nervous system and 
cannot be given continuously. 
Another method is blocking the nerves by in­ 
jections of pain-killing drugs, such as procaine and 
alcohol into a ganglion (bundle of nerves) which 
acts poetically like a local anesthetic on the pain­ 
ful tissues. This nerve blocking is particularly help­ 
ful in pain due to high blood pressure, to pain bi 
abdomen, and pain in muscles and tendons. 
Finally, “the excruciating pain which is oft^n 
present In malignant disease (cancer) may be ade­ 
quately relieved with alcohol nerve blocks." 
During past several years, Dr. Bonica states that 
nerve blocking has given 68 per cent complete re­ 
lief and 25 per cent moderate relief. Only 6 per cent 
obtained little or no relief.

Eggs prices turned irregular 
after dropping about 14 cents a

drop was blamed chiefly on warm 
weather which stimulated pro­ 
duction, a seasonal decline in 
hatchery operations and a sag in 
demand after Thanksgiving. 
"The price drop was sharper 
than it should have been for the 
market conditions involved,” said 
a spokesman for the authoritative 
market reporting firm of Umcr- 
Barry Co. in New York. "Demand 
picked up briskly when prices hit 
their low last week, and then 
wholesale prices bounced up three 
to seven cents — too much — as 
jobbers replaced supplies. Retail

>rices as a whole reacted to a 
esser extent and probably will 
level off just about where they 
are now, and stay there until 
after Christmas.”

says December usually sees the 
start of the seasonal upswing in 
egg production which normally 
hits a peak the following April. 
Output last month amountea to 
4,215 million eggs, compared with 
3,977 million in the same month 
last year. 
Produce Prices Ease 
Prices of several fresh produce 
items eased slightly this week.

beans,

lettuce, peppers, spinach and most 
citrus fruits were lower. Lettuce 
and peppers were still unusually 
high-priced because of light ship­ 
ments.

The Mature Parent 


Rules For Our Ctyldren Must Fit Special Needs

The red taffeta “formal” has been worn only twice. 
When the front door bell rings, she yells excitedly from upstairs, 
“I can’t find your fur coat, mother!” 
We call, “It’s in my closet staring you in the face”—and open the 
door to the boy in the dinner jacket. She comes flying down the stairs 
and as she slips our fur coat over her shoulders, we say, “Remember, 
you two, we expect Jill home no later than 1:30.” 
The radiance in two young faces goes out like a lamp in the wind. 
She cries, “Oh, mother, please—just tonight! Make it 2:30! Ifs our 
first hotel party! Oh, mother . . . ” 
^ 
. 
From tne cnair across the room where her father is reading the 
paper comes the welcome, supporting baritone, ‘‘You heard what your 
mother said, Jill. Get along and stop arguing . • . ” 
So the door closes and the two young creatures get along — but 
somehow* we feel a little uncomfortable. We say uneasily, If I begin 
to make exceptions to rules, I’ll never come to the end of them . • . 
This could be our reason. We could, however, have others. It could 
be that seeing her looking so grownup, so self-sufficient in her red 
taffeta that we can’t resist the temptation to show her that she isn t 
that she’s still a child under orders and must obey them. It could be 
that looking at her, the beautiful child standing where we can never 
stand again, we are a litle jealous of the joys that lie ahead of her, 
waiting to be experienced. 
Because what we have done is neither tcind nor wise. 
If this nation saw fit to amend the constitution to the changing 
needs of its people, we should not consider ourselves weak and inef­ 
fective parents if we occasionally amend a home law to fit a special 
need of children.

Some time ago, I sat in on a hearing of a case in New York city s 
Family Court. When a husband protested a ruling that increased his 
allotment to a separated wife and child, the gavel was rapped sharply 
on the bench. 
Leaning across it, the w’hite-haired judge said, “Young man, this 
court decides on the affairs of human life. As human life is not static, 
but undergoes change, the justice of this court adjusts to change in 
human aflfaairs.” 
MAKE THE AMENDMENTS BEFORE BEING ASKED 
Yes, I know our youngsters sometimes try to exploit leniency in 
date deadlines. But*tho answer is not in maintaining the inflexible 
. deadline, but clearly defining the exception we are making to the rule. 
We w’ould have been kinder and wiser to say to Jill at the door, 
“Now I am extending your deadline to 2:30 tonight, because I want 
you to have as much of this fun as you can. But in return, I want you 
to tell me you clearly understand that the old rule goes back into 
effect until ifs tqne to make this 2:30 deadline permanent.” 
If I know anything about Jill, she will say, “Yes, I understand, 
mother.” If I know anything about her, she will not try to exploit 
our leniency. Across her face will flash that special look of love — 
and when the door closes, the house will not seem suddenly joyless. 
We will not be uneasy. We will not be a little ashamed of ourselves. 
Justice requires us to amend our rules for children as often as we 
adjust our clothing to fit grow ing arms and legs. We should not only 
make regular amendments to our domestic constitutions, but amend 
them before we are asked to. 
The time and thought we give to making a new decision on a date 
deadline before we are asked to make it will bring us big returns. The 
rewards w’ill be in trust yid appreciation from our child, who know's 
that her special needs are not only met, but met before she is aware 
of them herself.

story house across the top of a 
three-story house and draped it

Erie Republicans 
Fail to Follow in 
Movement for Taft 


Buffalo, N. Y., Dec. 13 (/Pl—The 
Erie county Republican chairman's 
support of Ohio’s Senator Robert 
A. Taft for the GOP presidential 
nomination has suffered a stiff 
blow from most of the county’s 
Republican committeemen. 
Fifteen of the sixteen commit­ 
teemen declared yesterday they did 
not feel bound by Chairman Harry 
J. Forheda's announced support of 
Taft. 
Forhead 
announced 
Saturday 
that he was backing Taft for the 
nomination and that he expected 
to be able to deliver the county’s 
five convention delegates to the 
Ohio senator. 
But State Chairman William L. 
Pfeiffer, supporting G o v e r n o r 
Dewey’s favorite for the nomina­ 
tion—Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
—stepped in the Erie county pic­ 
ture. 
Pfeiffer, who has been trying to 
unseat Forbead since last August, 
came to Buffalo for a series of con­ 
ferences with Republican leaders. 
In a formal statement issued 
after a meeting with Pfeiffer yes­ 
terday, the 15 committeemen said: 
"We do not know at this time 
how the people in our districts feel 
about who should be the candidate 
for president. Therefore, when 
Mr. Forhead announced that he 
would instruct our delegates (to 
the GOP nominating convention) 


to be for Senator Taft, he was 
speaking for himself and not for 
us.” 
The 16th committeeman did not 
attend the meeting. 
Pfeiffer said a slate of Eisen­ 
hower delegates would run in the 
spring primary here in opposition 
to any slate of Taft delegates 
backed by Forhead. 
The dispute between Forhead 


and Pfeiffer came to light in Au­ 
gust as a result of a grand jury in­ 
vestigation of gambling. 
Several 
local GOP leaders were indicted by 
the jury and Pfeiffer called for 
Forhead’s 
resignation 
“for 
the 
good of the party." 
Immediately after Pfeiffer’s dec­ 
laration that Forhead would be cut 
off from handling state patronage,
